EXPLANATORY NOTES 


In the study of military organizations you will encounter many 
words and expressions common to both MSA and ED. 

1* The Egyptian Army, which was founded after World War I, 
was influenced greatly by the British Army, especially in its 
administrative aspects. From the mid-1950s to the mid-1970s, 
the sources of arms for the army were the Soviet Union and the 
Eastern bloc. Most ranking officers who studied abroad went 
to the Soviet Union. (Exceptions to this were a few high-ranking 
officers who were sent to either Britain or France.) After 1975, 

the Egyptians began buying arms from the United States, Britain, 
France and China. 

2. Even though the organization (i.e., units, ranks, titles 
and positions) of the Egyptian Army is not equivalent to that 
of the US Army, this lesson will present the Arabic words for 
these components. The insignias discussed in this and forth- 
coming lessons will be those used by the American branches of 
the military service. 

3. Some English words have more than one meaning. For example, 
the word "corps" means both "numerical unit" (two or three corps 
in an army) and "speciality unit" (the corps of engineers). 

Arabic requires two different words to convey these two defini- 
tions of corps. One meaning is expressed by d-4-s and the other 
by c y_ . 

4. As stated before, some positions in the US Army do not have 
Arabic equivalents. The position of commanding general (CG) or 
of a commanding officer (CO) can be translated only by the word
